Tuesday will mark the end of 
a monthslong sprint by Penn- 
sylvania officials to disease- 
proof the 2020 primary election 
in the face of COVID-19 and fi- 
nally reveal the results of coun- 
ties’ improvisational decision- 
making as some voters head to 
physical polling places while 
others — many others — wait 
for their mail-in ballots to be 
tallied. 

On ballots across Allegheny 
County, for example, are one 
contested Congressional pri- 
mary, two state Senate races, 
10 state House contests, a presi- 
dential primary — though 
technically uncontested — and 
an auditor general race featur- 
ing one of their own. But per- 
haps more important than 
who’s on the ballot this year is 
how that ballot’s administered, 
and whether voters can safely 
and efficiently exercise their 
right to vote. 

Though much of that will 
remain unknown until the end 
of Tuesday, it’s an undeniable 
fact Pennsylvania received 
more mail-in ballots than most 
counties were prepared to pro- 
cess, and voting will look dif- 
ferent on Election Day for 
those who choose to vote in- 
person or missed the mail-in 
deadline.

Newcomer 
challenging 
Rep. Doyle

WASHINGTON — Tuesday’s 
primary contest in Pennsylva- 
nia’s 18th Congressional Dis- 
trict — a deeply Democratic dis- 
trict spanning the City of Pitts- 
burgh, its southern suburbs and 
the Mon Valley — pits a Capitol 
Hill veteran against a political 
newcomer halfhis age. 

Rep. Mike Doyle, D-Forest 
Hills, who, with nearly 26 years 
in Washington, is the longest- 
serving member of Congress 
from Pennsylvania, has made 
his case for a 14th term in Con- 
gress by leaning on his lengthy 
record. 

“T have been part of the trans- 
formation that has taken place 
here,” Mr. Doyle said during a 
debate this month broadcast by 


SpaceX rocket starts 
history-making trip

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — A 
rocket ship built by Elon Musk’s 
SpaceX company thundered away 
from Earth with two Americans on 
Saturday, ushering in a new era in 
commercial space travel and put- 
ting the United States back in the 
business of launching astronauts 
into orbit from home soil for the 
first time in nearly a decade. 

NASA’s Doug Hurley and Bob 
Behnken rode skyward aboard a 


white-and-black, bullet-shaped 
Dragon capsule on top of a Falcon 9 
rocket, lifting off at 3:22 p.m. from 
the same launch pad used to send 
Apollo crews to the moon a half-cen- 
tury ago. Minutes later, they slipped 
safely into orbit. 

“Let’s light this candle,” Mr. Hur- 
ley said just before ignition, borrow- 
ing the historic words used by Alan 
Shepard on America’s first human 
spaceflight, in 1961.

Anger over George Floyd’s 


death spreads nationwide 


Peaceful rally turns 
violent Downtown

A planned demonstration 
against police brutality following 
the death of George Floyd, a black 
man in Minneapolis who died in po- 
lice custody, took a bad turn about 
two hours into the march. By late 
evening, at least a dozen buildings 
in Downtown were damaged or 
looted, police said. Two Pittsburgh 
police cruisers were also set afire. 
The total amount of damage was un- 
known. 

Four Pittsburgh police officers 
were hospitalized and several oth- 
ers were injured, but did not re- 
quire hospitalization. Several peo- 
ple in the crowd were injured, in- 
cluding at least three journalists 
who were attacked by protesters. 
None of the injuries were serious, 
according to police.

soar as 
shutdown 
eases

With vacation plans crushed 
by the pandemic and many sum- 
mer activities on hold, Ameri- 
cans are turning with zest to rec- 
reational vehicles as they look 
for safe ways to take a break 
from being locked up. 

“Sales are through the roof. 
It’s something I haven’t seen be- 
fore,” John Park, general man- 
ager at Meyers Schreck RV Sales 
in Apollo, said last week. “We 
sold more units this month than 
we sold in six months last year. 
Every dealer I’m aware of is set- 
tingasales record this month.” 

Meyers Schreck came out of 
lockdown April 20 when Gov. 
Tom Wolf opened up virtual 
sales. Less than four weeks later, 
Mr. Park swung open the doors 
of the Armstrong County dealer- 
ship when most counties in 
southwestern Pennsylvania 
moved into the yellow reopening 
phase of the pandemic. 

Five weeks ago, he had 50 used 
recreational vehicles on the lot. 
As of last week, only three were 
left. And half of his inventory of 
new RVs is gone. 

Mr. Park said he wasn’t sur- 
prised. 

“T like to say summer’s been 
canceled. Fairs, concerts, sum- 
mer camps, amusement parks 
are closed. Kids’ sports have 
been canceled. There isn’t much 
else to do except go camping.” 

RV dealers across the country 
are reporting brisk business as 
families who aren’t ready to stay 
in hotels or fly on planes just yet 
opt for RVs — a broad category 
that ranges from towable pop-up 
campers to luxurious motor 
homes with slide-out walls, 
heated floors, elaborate enter- 
tainment systems and multiple 
bathrooms. 

Deanna Emerich, of New Cas- 
tle, never thought about buying 
an RV before the coronavirus 
outbreak. She had never been 
camping. 

Initially, she started thinking 
about an RV asa place where her 
family of four could isolate if 
needed, depending on how bad 
the pandemic got.
